New York, July 26.—Reciver Chauncey, of the 
Brooklyn Trust Company, furnishes the following 
statement of the status of the company: Assetts 
$3,250,597, liabilities $3,245,072. 

The Receiver further states, that after a thorough 
examination, he has been able to find no over drafts, 
except those made by Mille for $147,000, for which 
no collaterals were in the hands of the bank, and the 
one for $34,806 made by Mr. Rodman, with collaterals, 
from which they expected to reajize a considerable 
amount, if not all.

Romx, July 26.—The King of Italy is represented as 
having held the following language to the French 
Minister on the occasion of his departure from 
Rome : : 

“Mr, Fournier, you may leave in all aseuranca that 
my Ministry will be conservative. I want no othr, 
and you may tell your Government that I desire to be 
on good terms with it. I haveno haste for a Prussian 
alliance, and there exists no treaty between Emperor 
William andme. I only call the attention of your 
government to the doings of the clerical party in 
France. These doiags are a continuous provocation. 

The cry ‘“‘Sauvez Rome et la France’ is a cry of 
war against Itahan unity. If Marshal McMahon's 
gevernment does not succeed in calming this 
agitation, which is communicating itself 
to the, whole of clerical Europe, 
he will oblige me to cast myself entirely into the 
arms of Germany, and I shall do it. At present I 
represent peace between France and Germany. Do 
not forget this. Let war be declared 
against me and it will be _  gufficient 
for me to immediately place an army 
corps on your frontier in order to paralyse a great part 
of the forces of France, and cavee her en invasion and 
losses of provinces and indemnities more terriblc 
than thoae of 1870.

TRAVELING IN STYLE. 


On the third morning, and very early, too, 
I took the Courier, or in our railroad lan- 
guage, the Express train for Vienna.

About thirt 
years ago his wife ran away and took wit 
her her husband’s money. Father and 
daughter, in their poverty and distress, took 
ups. temporary i in Florence, and 
there met Hiram Powers. Out of love for 
the destitute father, whose sufferings from 
want she had no means to relieve, the 
daughter consented to become the model for 
the Greek Slave. 

Friends and relations recognize the like- 
ness of the beautiful statue to the orignal. 
The lady is still living and is the mother of 
charming daughters, .The original Greek 
Slave became the property of Mr. W. W. 
Corcoran, and has by him been given, to- 
gether with his private gallery of paintings, 
to the Corcoran Art Gal 
District of Columbia. Another of Powers’ 
masterpieces, which would pesporneit his 
fame should all his other works perish, is the 
bust of Proserpine, owned by and now the 
chief ornament in the parlor of Mr. R. Ten 
Broeck, of Hurstbourne, near Louisville, 
Kentucky. :

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BIOGRAPHICAL SKETCH OF COL. G. W. ADAIR 


Above we present the readersof Tus ATLANTA Cone 
STITUTION With an accurate likeness of Colonel George 
W. Adair, by our excellent special artist, Mr. Edward 
H. Hyde. and have prepared, from reliable data, the 
following biographical sketch of his life—one of the 
most successful which this section of country has pro 
duced, He has accomplished a great deal, and by his 
own energy and ablity has carved out for himself a 
distinct and striking individuality, and made a name 
in this section of Georgia, among the most prominent 
outside of statesmsnship and the law. 

The history of such a man, se'f-made and success- 
ful, is interesting to all, and profitable to every ambi- 
tious young man. 

HIS FATHER A MEC GANIC, 

George W. Adair was born in Morgan county, Geor- 
gia, on the leeday of March, 1823. Hise father, John 
Fisher Adair, a man of marked individuality, was 
born in Laurens District, South Carolina, 34 Decem- 
ber, 1785, and brought te Georgia in his early child-

hood. He was a wegon maker by trade, at which he 
served a regular apprenticeship in Patnam county. 
There are now wagons in this country whose wheels 
were made by ‘Jack Adair,’’ as he was [generally 
known thirty yearsago, These wagons are sometimes 
seen in Atlanta. His father wasa resident of Laurens 
District, South Carolina—a] saddier by trade, and a 
gallant soldier of the revolutionary war, who brought 
his family to Georgis in the year 1790, settling in 
Clark county, where he died and his remains now re- 
pose. 

FAMILY CHARACTERISTICS, 
The Adair family is widely scattered throughout 
the Southern States. They originally came from the 
north of Ireland—were Protestants, and settled in 
South Carolina, where they werejenthusiastic devotee* 
of liberty in the days of the revolution. John Adair. 
the noted Iadian historian, whose valuable book was 
published in London in 1775, was one.of this stock; 
and General John Adair, a famous Kentuckian and 
Governor of that Stste, Senator in the United States | 
Congress, and a gallant commander in the war of 18/2, 
being with General Jackson at New Orleans, was an- 
other. One of the counties of Kentucky was named 
in his honor. He was a cousin of John Adair, of 
South Carolina, the grahdfather of George W. 


THE INDIAN ADAIRBS, 


One of the Adairs from South Carolina settled with 
the Cherokee Indians in North Georgia, and identified 
himself with the tribe. He married among them and 
became one of their head men, and from him came 
Red Watt, B:ack Watt and Sam Adair, Well remembered 
by many old people in Georgia. They are now old, 
but prominent men in the Cherokee Nation in their 
western home. Frum these the town of Adairsville, | 
on the Western and Atlantic Railroad, received its 
name. 

FAMILY HISTORY, 

John Fisher Adair Was first married to a Miss Brant- 
ley, on the 10th of Avgust, 1810, Her father and his 
entire family were Massecred by the Indians iz one 
night, near Madison, Georgia. She died quite young, 
leaving only one child, which did not long survive 
her. 

Mr. Adair was egsin marricd to Miss Mary Slaven, a 
native of Wilkes county, on ths 2ith October, 18.4, 
and of this union Colonel George W. Adair was born. 
She was well edu ‘ated, a iady of culture and refine- 
ment. She was related to the Hollidays of Wilkes, 


Covington. Her father was a native Frenchman, 
George was their fourth child and next to the Jast.
